most economical method by which to re 
turn the plant food that is taken from 
our fields by continual cropping. 
Barn- 
yard manure will always, of course, re- 
main the farmer's chief reliance for en- 
riching this laud, but green manurial 
crops will be found to be a valuable and 
inexpensive adjunct to this. 


Their effects upon the soil arc remarka- 
ble, their vegetable or organic matter 
rendering it at once friable, active and 
fruitful. Tlu' green crops most prolita- 
ble to be employed for this purpose are 
those denominated **air-feeders,'' those 
])ossessed of the power to absorb tlie ele- 
na^iits of organic life from the air, such 
as clover, buckwheat, rye, jieas, beans, 
etc. 
Clover undoubtedly stands at the 
head of the list. It contains a largo pro- 
portion of potash, lime, mniinesia, nitro- 
gen, chli>rine, and carbonic, phot;pnric 
and s\ilpiiuric acid. 
Its great value as a 
manurial plant lies in the fact that it^ 
Ic'ives and stems absorb the largest part 
of it^ iertili/.ing giusses from the air, and 
take only a compiirativciy small portion 
from the soil. 
It is a voracious *'air- 
feeder.*' Moreover, its long, thick roots 
draw the fortil/.ing saline and n'lineral 
elements of the sub-soil up into the sur- 
face soil, and render them available as 
jilant food. It is a cheap and most avail- 
able agent to supply soils with necessary 
nitrogen, which has been well denomi- 
nated one of the *'scarcest and dearest of 
manurial elements.'* 


Buckwheat is also a valua^ile manurial 
green crop. 
It is a rapid and hardy 
grower, and can l)e successfully grown 
on the same plot year after year, without 
materially exhausting the soil. Two 
crops of it can bo grown and plowed 
under on the same ground in one season, 
and the ground seeded down with grass 
or a grain crop in September. 
It should 
be grown far more extensively than it is, 
its grain making a complete poultry food, 
while its cultivation is strongly recom- 
mended as an eradicator of Canada this- 
tles, witchcrrass and other foul and ob- 
noxious weeds. 
It also lias a high hy- 
gienic value as a piiritier of the air, tak- 
ing up the ellluvia and minsma rising in 
the air from foul sink spouts and other 
slovenly spots about the fnrm or out- 
buildings. Let us raise more buckwheat. 
The seed costs but little; it will grow 
upon any kind of land, from drifting 
sand to impact clay; it gives a good crop; 
its straw contains considerable (juantities 
of potash, soda, lime, magnesia, phos- 
phoric and sulpliuric acid, and when 
plowed under it decom])oses rapidly, 
loosens the soil and makes a first-class 
manure. 


The pea is of great value as a manur- 
ial crop, even after the fruit has been 
gathered and the vines arc fully ripened. 
They contain a very large proportion of 
potash, lime, magnesia, soda, carbonic 
acid and chloride of sodium, besides sul- 
phuric and phosphoric acid; and when 
plowed under, it puts the soil in the best 
possible condition for other crops, es- 
pecially wheat and grass. 


liye is also a most valuable manurial 
crop, but on the score of economy is not 
so profitably used for this purpose, its 
grain being too valuable to be economi- 
cally sacrificed as manure. 


European agriculturists also employ 
turnips, corn, vetch and mustard as green 
manurial croi)s, the turnip being rated as 
the best, as it grows in the cool and 
moist climate of England to the greatest 
perfection. 
But this, like the vetch, is 
a precarious plant in the hotter and 
dryer climate of New England, 


The proper time to plow down green 
crops, to renovate the soil, is in the 
warm weather of summer, when they 
are just coming 
into 
flower. 
Tliey 
then take on a quick decay from their 
imniatured condition when the sun has 
its greatest power to aid in the process 
of fermentation and decay. 
Let our 
farmers try the practice of green manur- 
ing, and the results achieved will be sure 
to induce them to continue it as a set- 
tled policy in their farm operations,—

In 
old age he has wordly wealth, with men- 
tal and spiritual poverty. This is not the 
be»( success. 


<*Thc coon leaves tho coldcst scent be- 
hind it of any animal that lives," said an 
old western Pennsylvania trapper to a 
correspondent of the ISfew York 
*'but it carries tho keenest scent in front 
of it of any »nimal. You may track a 
coon to his home in the crevice of some 
rock, which is a favorite retreat for him. 
Y'ou may place your trap in front of the 
hole, and disiinise it iis you may, cover it 
with leaves a foot deep, if you like, but 
that coon will never leave that hole as 
long as that trap is there. 
He -will 
starve to death first, as I have proved on 
more than one occnsion. 
lie can smell 
tho iron of that trap, and ho seems to 
know the danger it threatens him with. 
Ho knows it will be death to leave the 
hole, and he prefei-s death by starvation 
to being trapped. 
I hiivc tried iron 
traps and snares and all sorts of devices, 
but could not succeed iu fooling one of 
these wise little animals into getting 
caught by mo until one day a new icloa 
struck me. 
It isn*t often you see a coon 
in the daytime, unless you kuow where 
to look for them. 
If there is a creek in 
your vicinity iu which craw-fish are 
plentiful, you will be likely to discover 
some epicurean coon fishing for them, if 
vou hide at the side of the creek and 
«1 keep very quiet. 


''The coon is particularly fond of craw- 
fish. 
The way he fishes for them is to 
wade in the crcek, generally going down 
stream. 
The crawfish live under the 
stones on the bottom. 
The coon feels un- 
der each stone he comes to with his fore- 
paws, thrusting one under on one side and 
the other on the other side. 
It is a comi- 
cal sight to sec a coon fishing for craw- 
fish. 
He keeps his head high in the air, 
moving it up and down and to and fro, 
his eyes evidently gazing at nothing, 
every sense seeming to be concentrated on 
the business beneath the water. 
Y'ou can 
tell in a second when he has fastened on 
a crawfish, for the expression on his face 
changes instantly from the dull, vacant 
stare to one of brightness aud animation. 
He draws the crawfish out of the water, 
and, standing on his hind feet, rolls it 
smartly between his paws. 
This crushes 
the shell and claws of the crawfish, and 
makes the sweet meat more accessible. 
The coon eats his capture with great rel- 
ish, and then begins the search for another 
one. 


''While watching a coon fishing in this 
way one day I got the new idea of trap- 
ping for coons. 
I thought that by plac- 
ing a steel trap under the water in the 
creek where coons did their fishing they 
could be deceived, and more than likely 
caught. 
I tried the experiment. 
I sank 
two traps at diiTerent places on a favorite 
crawfishing route for coons, and the same 
afternoon found a coon in each trap. And 
that is the only way you can trap a coon. 


"Coons are very fond of corn, and so 
are squirrels. 
Farmers often 
charge 
damacre done to their corn to coons when 
it is the work of squirrels, and vice 
versa. 
There should be no mistaking 
the work of a coon in a cornfield. 
He is 
a most wantonly destructive pest. He 
will strip an car, eat a portion of it, tear 
it from the stalk, and so on until he is 
satisfied. 
He destroys fivefold more than 
lie eats. 
Squirrels are not one-tenth as 
destructive as coons. 
The farmer may 
tell what kind of squirrel has been help- 
ing himself to his corn if he is observant. 
The gray and black squirrel eat the whole 
of the grai^, while the saucy little red 
squirrel ni])s out the heart and throws 
the rest away. 


'' [ often liear hunters talk 
about 
smoking coons out of hollow trees where 
they have ])een located, 
U they say they 
have done the smoking by burning straw 
or leaves or substances of that kind, I 
don't believe them. 
Coon hunters in 
western Pennsylvania know by long ex- 
])erience that there is only one thing, the 
smoke of which will force a coon to beat 
a retreat from his hollow tree. 
You may 
burn leaves or straw till the cows come 
home, but you won't get your coon. You 
can hear him sneezing every little while 
like a man with the hay fever, but that 
is all the elTect the smoke will liave on 
liim. 
If you want to get your coon by 
smoking him out of the tree, you must 
take what wo call a sulphur match over 
in western Pennsylvania. 
The coon- 
liunting sulphur match is made by melt- 
mg down a quantity of sulphur in a 
saucer and saturating a strip of musliji a 
few inches long and an inch or two wide 
in it. 
When you run your coon into a 
hollow tree all youVe got to do is to put 
your sulphur match at the bottom of the 
hole and light it. It won't be burning 
ten seconds before Mr. Coon will pop out 
of his hollow as if he'd been shot from a 
catapult, and then if you don't get him 
it s your fault. 


''I never read anything about the 
habits of the coon yet that didn't say 
that tho animal lays up stores to subsist 
on during the winter, and I never met 
anybody who professed to know any- 
thing about coons that didn't hold the 
same thing, 
A coon depends on stores 
it collects to see it through winter just 
about as much as the bear does, and 
everybody knows that the bear goes to 
sleep in his hole when the weather drives 
him in, and doesn't generally wake up 
until spring, and 30 ho can't eat much. 
The coon does the same thing, except 
that he will wake up now and then on 
some fine day and take a little stroll 
through the country. 
When he goes to 


his winter home he rolls himself vrith his 
nose between his hind loRS, and very 
clo?;o to his hams, at that, and gives him- 
self up to oblivion. 
When he comes out 
ill the spring he's as thin as a shadow. 
Tve cut down dozens of coon trees in 
tho winter, and always found the coons 
in that rollod-up position, with not a 
vestige of anything to eat in the nolo, Ti 
a coon comes out on a winter s day and 
the ground is all covered with snow, hn 
wilf accept the inovitahle and walk on 
the snow to his destination, but if the 
snow is in patches, or lies in iicattorcd 
banks, the coon Avill follow the leadiuii 
of theliare ground around the ])atches (^f 
snow, keeping shy of all contact with 
them, although such a course may leail 
him miles out of his way. 
The coon ia 
an interesting creature, and is worthy of 
a good deal of study."

The great storm which was central 


in the Southwest Sunday moved north- 
, eastward rapidly and with great ener- 
gy, passing over the central valleys and 
'lake region, attended by very severe 
gales and destructive local storms. Un- 
usually warm southerly winds prevail- 
ed to the eastward of the storm centre, 
while a cold wave extended southward 
over the Mississippi Valley, as. far as the 
Gulf coast. The change in tempera- 
ture in this district ranged froos 40 to 
50 degrees in twelve hours. 


The most appalling effects of the cy- 


clone were feh fn.Qinton, Ky. In its 
path, which was marked by great de- 
struction, it left eleven dead, and fifty- 
three injured, many of whom will die. 
The tornado was of short duration, not 
las'ing over five minutes, but in that 
short space of time it left behind it a 
*- 


swath .oJ ruined buildings, unrooted 
-houses, shattered 
walls, dismantled 


churches and schools,wrecked factories 
and mills and piled the streets full of 
a confused mass of debris. 


In St. Louis, while the loss of Hie 


was not so numerous, the destruction 
of property was much greater. Any es- 
timate of this financial loss is impossi- 
ble at this tsme, but there is no doubt 
the total will swell into a magnitude 
that .will cause the day to be a memo. 
rajble one. 


In Kansas the blizzard is the worst 


that has ever been known. The storm 
began Saturday night and continued 
until Sunday night. 
Snow fell, on an 


average, about eight inches on the lev- 
el, but the strong winds drifted it bad- 
Jy, and many tiains on the railroads 
have been abandoned or greatly delay- 
ed. 
In some places the snow has drift- 


ed as high as one-story houses, com- 
pletely blocking the highways. Seven- 
teen deaths from cold .and "exposure 
have thus far been reported at Wichita 
from two counties. Missouri and Ne- 
braska were also visited by the storm, 
but not to any such extent.

i n Kansas the blizzard is the worst 
that has ever been known.

Snow fell, on ari 
average, ^^bout eight ^pches on the lev- 
el, but the strong winds drifted it bad- 
Jy, and many tiains on the railroads 
have been abandored or greatly delay- 
ed. 
In some places the snow has drift- 
ed ?is high as one-story houses, com- 
pletely blocking the highways. Seven- 
teen deatlis from cold ^nd 'exposure 
have thus far been reported at Wichita 
from two counties, 
Missouri and Ne- 
braska were also visited by the storm, 
but not to any^uch extent. 


From all points along the lake shores 
and in the Northern States comes tales 
of destruction and woe.
